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N Accommodation of the Matters in Dupute, co 
A Delegacy of the Preſs, having (in the pretent Condition of the 

Univerfity Printing-Houſe) been thought extremely defirable, 
it was ſome time ago declared, by the preſent Vice-Chancellor, that 
He would be ready to relinquiſh the negative Power claimed by him- 
ſelf and his Predeceſſor; provided the Proctors would confent to ſub- 
mit the abſolute Nomination, which they claimed, to the Controul 
of the Houſe of Convocation. 


This Propoſal the Junior Proctor (to whom it was communicated) 
thought to be very reaſonable ; though he concurred with his Pre- 
deceſſors in Opinion, with regard to the Rights of his Office, as the 


Statutes at preſent ſtand. But, as there might ariſe ſome Difficulties 
in wording a new Statute, WRICN moud vermatcutact ww remedy- all 


Defects, and to prevent any future Diſputes, he propoſed to the Vice- 
Chancellor, that one or more Heads of Houſes and an equal Number 
of other Members of Convocation ſhould meet the Vice-Chancellor and | 
Proctors, in order to ſettle the Draught of a Statute, to be firſt pro- M 
poſed to the hebdomadal Meeting of the Heads and Proctors, and after- 
wards to the Body of the Univerfity, in the Order preſcribed by Tit. x. 

Sect. 2. F. 2. of the Statutcs. 


This the View-Chancellos declined; and declared that he himſelf 
would prepare a Statute for that Purpoſe; in which the Proctor readil 
acquieſced ; but told the Vice-Chanccilor he hoped there might ſtill be 
a Liberty of propoſing any Amendments, if ſuch Draught ſhould be 


thought defective.” To which, he underſtood, the Vice-Chancellor gave 
his Conſent, 


The Vice-Chancellor, in a ſhort time afterwards, communicated to 


the Proctors the Draught, marked A. Which, upon Peruſal by ſeveral 
A Members

Members of Convocation, not being thought ſufficiently full and explicit, 
the Junior Proctor in a few Days very reſpectfully ſignified the ſame to the 
Vice-Chancellor; and returned him his own Draught, together with 
another (marked B.) in which the ſuppoſed Deficiencies were cndca- 
voured to be fupplicd and amended, 


At their next Mecting (to his great Surpriſe and Concern) the Vice- 
Chancellor iniormed him that he looked upon himſelf to be extremely ill 
uſed by this 'Teader of the amended Statute, and was determined t) have 
no farther Concern in it. And, though the Proctor requeſted to know 
the Vice-Chanccllor's particular Objections to the ſeveral Amendments, or 
any of them, in order to diſcard ſuch as ſhould appear to be juſtly excep- 
tionable; yet he has ſtill the Mortification only to find in general, that he 
has undeſincdly given Offence to a Gentleman, for whote public Station 
and acxnowleiged Learning he entertains the ſincereſt Reſpect. 


In this Situation the Proctor has been adviſed to lay before the Mem- 
bers of Convocation the two ſeveral Draughts above-mentioned; (to which 
the Vice-Chancellor has given his Conſent;) that the Univerſity may 
judge for themſelves with regard to the Propricty of each; and that it 
nay appear, at the Cloſe of his Office, how deſirous he has been to 
make any reaſonable Conceſſions ; in order to ſettle this diſputed Point,

and to remove that mn hoproy Iiffi.ceacsy oi pinion, WIC (however 


well grounded on either Side) muſt, while it continues, fruitrate all En— 
cav g urs to reſtere the Reputation of the Oxford Preſs.
